One change has been made in the specification to correct a minor 

typographical error. 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-6 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being antidpated by Sakamaki et al. In claim3, the word .■conductive" has been 
placed with -insulating." Claim 8 has been revised to remove a reference number 

from the body of the claim. 

It is respectfully submitted that Sakamaki et aL is not prior art to the 
Applicants' invention. The Applicants' invention claims priority to a German 
application^ onFebruary 21, 1998, which predates the earliest filing date of the 
Sakama]ri e tal.ref e rence,whichisMarchl8, 1998. Therefore, Sakamaki et al is 
not prior art under 35 USC § 102(e). As Sakamaki et al. does not constitute prior art, 
reconsideration and aUowance of claims 1-6 and 8 is respectfully requested. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sakamaki etal-in^ewofKobmanetal. As Sakamaki et al. does not constitute 
prior art as explained ™th reference to claims 1-6 and 8, the combination of
